I wo thousand doctors, members of the Medical Society of 
the State of Pennsylvania, last M onday heard their retiring Pres­ 
ident, Dr. Gilson C olby F.ngcl of Philadelphia, warn them that 
they must 'get into politics" if they expect to head off President 
I ruinan s drive to socialize medicine. 
I he medical profession never got better advice. 
D r. Kngel 
never wrote a belter prescription. 
I he way, the only way, to keep control of the healing aria 
in the professions, where it belongs, and out of the banda of the 
Bureaucrats, where it doesn t belong, is to defeat everyone who 
runs for office on a platform of turning medicine into a W P A 
boondoggle. 
Doing that is politics 
Hut it a politics in the beat and broad­ 
est sense of this much-abused term : in the dictionary sense of 
*ihe art and science of governm ent." 
Nationalized medicine is a political issue in this country. 
There a just one reason why it is a political issue, and that reason 
is that we still have enough left of aeU-rule, despite our (dipping 
and sliding, so that the Am erican people can decide the question 
through their voles. 
W hat Dr. Engel had lo say was splendid. 
H e pointed out 
the evils of the compulsory health insurance program which Pres­ 
ident trum an has so often dem anded. 
Ile hailed Congress for 
its victory in staving socialized medicine off thus far. and brand­ 
ed the scheme aa one which has "caused many great nations to 
deteriorate into socialistic states." 
W ithout meaning, lo be critical, however, perhaps it would 
be permissable to express some disappointment over the nature 
of Dr. Engels summons to atma. 
H * »l»uke of "going into politics" precisely aa one might say; 
"W e ve gqt to get our hands dirty to do this jo b ." 
H e was 
hesitant and apologetic over the thought of invading a field 
which he made most clear he would prefer to leave untouched. 
Now. why should any citizen of a free country, seeking to 
make a success of self-rule, feel that way about politics? 
Politics is the method by which the citixens of any republic 
have lo function, if they are to keep their republic and not be­ 
come an oligarchy, despotism or dictatorship.
